PEKING AND TIENTSIN. 

The Tientsin correspondent of the Worth China Herald writes 
as follows :— 

If a western traveller had arrived at this pa from Europe, 
via Russia, on the morning of the 21st May, he would, if he had 
stood on the Bund at eight o’clock in the morning, when the 
usual daily gun was fired from the British gunboat and the flag 
of England hoisted, have been astonished to see the foreign 
auchorage of the port of Tientsin without a single foreign mer- 
chant vessel moored in it, either steamer or sailing vessel ; and 
might, if he had never read of the trade of Tientsin, have 
naturally jumped to the conclusion that there was very little 
foreign trade carried on in this part of China. The next morn- 
ing, at the same hour, the foreign merchant shipping was repre- 
sented in this port by an American three-masted schooner, laden 
with Fuhchow wood. | | 

About noon on the 21st May the regiment—one thousand 
strong—of foreign-drilled foot soldiers, armed with muzzle-load- 
ing Eufields, which had been ordered to Newchwang by the com- 
mand of the Central Government, marched down the Taku-road, 
situated at the west of the British settlement, for Taku ; where 
it embarked in the C. M. 8. N. Co. steamer Yungching and the 
Chinese gunboat Chinhaz, on the 23rd. On the 27th, the cavalry, 
five hundred strong, and the horses of the artillery, also Jeft 
Tientsin for Newchwang, but proceeded there by land, through 
the Shanghai Pass, and not by sea. It is stated that the com- 
mander of the forces at Tientsin, General Chin, was tig to 
enrol, in order to make up the complement called for by the 
Central Government, a number of the men of the Southern legion, 
people say about thirty per cent. of the forces going to New- 
chwang. These are quite the men, from what we have hitherto 
heard of they, likely to join the insurgents as soon as they can 
conveniently do so, after reaching the field of action and coming 
face to face with rebels. 

On the morning of the 24th May, about seven o’clock, a south- 
west gale began, and all day we had it continue, with much local 
dust. What is now wanted at Tientsin to make us drink the 
full cup of bitterness is an earthquake to shake the roofs of our 
houses over our heads; after that a change may take place in 
our favour, to make a residence in Tientsin bearable.

I hear of a very serious burglary committed about a month 
ago at the house of Mr. Boad, at Taku, and for which no redress 
has yet been obtained. It seems that Mrs. Boad was awoke one 
night, in her husband’s absence, by hearing people in the room, 
and on asking them what they were doing, received the cool re- 
ply, “belong rob the house.” And two of the burglars forth- 
with attempted to strangle her. Being a strong woman she was 
fortunately able to save her life, but could not prevent the robbers 
decamping with their gains, The case has been reported by Mr. 
Vice-Consul Middleton, and ee eee Mr. Mongan 
that he would send orders to have the thieves arrested. Nothing 
has, however, yet; baan done, and it is im nt that the case 
should be again urged strongly on the authorities, The Chinese 
about Taku are a very rowdy lot, and, if they find these ruffians 
are not arrested, will draw their own conclusions that foreigners 
are powerless to obtain redress, and may be robbed and maltreated 
with impunity. Weought to insist on theestablishing of some bet- 
ter means of keeping order at Taku. The officials, if they can be so 
called, who are at t charged with the duty, live in places 
where Shanghai people would not like to see their Chinese servants 


housed, and have not much better pay than those servants receive. 
Howcan they beexpected to keep upa fitting position, or to inspire 
respect among the people? It is no use urging the present case 
on them ; it must be taken higher, and redress be insisted on. 

I have no political news from Peking. Here, likewise, nothing 
has taken place of importance to be mentioned in the Press ; I 
am told that altogether two thousand men—foot, horse, and 
artillery—left this place and Taku for the seat of trouble in 
Manchuria. The rumour is that some natives of Tientsin are 
the leaders in the insurrection, and that their forces have up to 
the present been beating the Imperial forces wherever they have 
met in the field. They are said to be fully armed with foreign 
rifles, and even field-pieces of foreign make. The population 
here have no hopes that the force which has just left here will 
be able to stand up against the rebels. We shall soon hear, I 
imagine, of a fresh war-tax being levied to pay for the expenses 
aa through an army being sent from China proper to Man- 
churia. 

The correspondent of the Celestial Empire writes :—In pus 
to the joint letter of the Consuls to the Viceroy setting fort 
the facts of the finding of the picture representing the massacre 
of foreigners by Chinese, a reply has been received, which is 
everything that could be desired. Attention is called to the 
fact that on the occasion of former complaints, the pictures were 
seized and the blocks destroyed, and a proclamation issued by 
the Taoutai. The present case is taken to be that of ignorant 
persons in remote and rural districts, beyond the natural obser- 
vation of officials. The Tientsin and Customs Taoutais are 
ordered to send deputies to the place in question, to join the 
local magistrates in a thorough search for these pictures and the 
blocks, punishing offenders according to law. They are also to 
issue interdictory  sotiggs vga enjoining local officials to make 
inquiries, and to check idle rumours among rustic people, and 
this in the interest of the welfare both of Chinese and foreigners. 
If the subordinate officials concerned manifest the least (energy 
in the case, there is some reason to hope that we shall have seen 
the last of a style of painting which hag never been popular 
among the foreign community. 





SHANGHAT. 
The present mail brings advices from this port to the 6th 
June ; no later mail from London had been received.

‘eal. The first few days were signalising by pouring and in- 

oesnnt rain, the thermometer marking twenty-one degrees 
Zower than two or three days previously ; but latterly the 
weather has changed again, and is now sultry enough. 

A question of damages arising out of a collision that happened 
lntely has been referred to arbitration ; and was heard on the 
20th May atthe British Consulate. The accident occurred by 
the steamer Europe having come into contact with a Chinese 
7 on the river, somewhere between Collyer’s Dock and the 

bour-master’s station. The arbitrators chosen were Mr. S. 
A. Viguier, Harbour-master, and Captain Roskell, of the P. and 
O. Co.’s steamer Hindustan. Thecase was conducted in private ; 
and we are informed that it has been decided that the junk was 
to blame for attempting to cross the steamer’s bow ; and the 
Europe, because she was going at a rate considered by the arbi- 
twators to be too fast. The damages on both sides are therefore 
ta be assessed, and each party is to pay half. 

Two men are in the lock-up of the Mixed Court on a charge 
of attempting to defraud the Hong Kong and Shanghai Bank, 
im-a manner so childish that really one can hardly view the 
exime with the necessary seriousness. Some one had thrown 
aside an old cheque-book, in which one blank cheque remained. 
This has been filled up with figures of about Tls. 300, signed, 
seemingly by a Chinese, with some undecipherable name, and 
presented to the bank for oe apparently with the idea 
that it would be paid like a bank-note. The perpetrator of this 
yery feeble and foolish fraud being arrested, said he had re- 
ceived the cheque from another man, who has been also taken 
into custody, and states that he picked up the cheque near the 
Mitsu Bishi Company’s offices. Inquiries are in course of being 
made on the matter. 

The late Che-hsien, Yeh, certainly did many curious things 
which will be long remembered by all who ever had any cause 
of controversy with him ; and the present incumbent, Sung, ap- 

to be a gentleman of equal eccentricity. It seems that an 
unfortunate individual, in a fit of temporary insanity, committed 
suicide last week by cutting his throat aad. performing that ar- 
tistic but somewhat painful operation euphemistically spoken of 
as the “happy despatch”, and Sung was naturally compelled to 
hold an inquest upon the corpse. But instead of doing so in a 
civilised and decent manner, Mr. [Sung selected as the scene of 
hisjudicial inquiries the middle of the Che-kiang-road, where 
the gashed and bleeding body was exposed, uncovered, in broad 
daylight, to the view of a gaping crowd of several hundred men, 
while the mandarin pursued his investigations surrounded by his 
clerks and underlings taking notes in their official books. Traffic 
was entirely interrupted, and—as far as we can discover—no at- 
tempt was made by the police to interfere with the revolting 
geene. Surely so flagrant an outrage upon public decorum is 
within the scope of municipal supervision. 

A ceremony very interesting toour Catholic readers took place 
last Sunday, at Sikawei, viz, the procession of Corpus Christi. 
The mildness of the weather and the cool breeze attracted many 

tators, and the roads through which it passed were gaily 
dosed with banners and candelabra. Shortly after four 
o'clock the procession left the church, wending its way round the 
village of the Observatory to the bridges of the Convent and of 
Sikawei, and back to the church, where some canticles appro- 
riate to the occasion were sung. The ceremony concluded with 
the Benediction of the Blessed Sacrament at half-past five.

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HONG KONG. 
Our advices by the present mail extend to the 12th June ; 
‘no later mail from London than April 23 had been received since 
4th of June. The following items of intelligence are from the 
Hong Kong Daily Press :— 

It is very difficult to decide from the facts at present known 
how far the King of Burmah is really implicated in the atrocious 
outrage by which Mr. Margary lost his life and the Yunnan 
Expedition was broken up. The testimony is very conflicting, 
and there is some reason to fear that the real truth will not be 
elicited. A great difference of opinion prevails among British 
officials, some believing his Majesty to he entirely innocent of 
any sinister or unfriendly designs against the British Indian Go- 
vernment, while others are deeply impressed with the conviction 
that he is not to be trusted further than he can be seen, and is 
capable of the worst treachery, when it can be safely adventured 
upon. Thus Colonel Wyndham states that the Golden Footed 

onarch is most anxious to settle matters amicably, and denies 
all complicity in the failure of Colonel Horace Browne’s Expedi- 
tion. Further, that his denial is confirmed by careful private 
inquiry, and that the rumoured ill-treatment of foreigners by 
the King is quite unfounded. Captain Cooke, the officiating 
Political Agent at Bhamo, on the other hand, is reported to be 
of opinion that the King’s protestations of friendliness are not 
worth a moment’s credence, and that strong measures will have 
yet to be taken to bring him to his senses. 

At the police-court Kwok Acheong and seventeen other 
Chinese were charged with gambling on Messrs. MacEwen, 
Frickel and Co.’s premises. It appeared from the evidence of 
Police-Inspector Gray that he went to Messrs. MacEwen, Frickel 
and Co.’s premises at 9.15 P.M. On entering the servants’ room 
at the: basement of the house the prisoners rushed out of the 
room, but he seized them and handed them to the police. He 
went in and found a round table with a mat fastened to it. On 
it was a lamp, a large quantity of cash, and a number of lighted 
candles, giving a good light in the room. There was a cup for 
covering the gambling cash, a counting stick, counters, three 
dollars and ninety cents in silver, three dollar notes, and in & 

on the table were other $3, seven cents in copper and 200 
cash. The prisoners made the usual lame excuses. The first 
was fined $200, in default six months; the second and fifth 
$50 each, or three months ; the seventh and tenth $15 each, or 
one month ; and the rest $25 each, or six weeks’ hard labour. 

Another case tried at the Police Court has been that in which 
the masters of the Himli (No. 43) and Kwon Fong Tai (No. 86) 
shops in the Hollywood-road, were charged with I 
fraudulent trade marks on boxes of cigars. The defendants 
were charged with exposing for sale in their shops certain 
boxes containing what purported to be Manila cigars, and having 
a certain label on them representing that the said cigars were 
manufactured at Manila, whereas there were made at Hong 
Kong. It was proved that the cigars were not only offered for 
sale, but they were actually sold, and it was in evidence thas 

papers were found on the premises in large quantities of the 
same kind as the labels found on the boxes. The boxes too were 
done up with these papers in a manner to deceive any one who 
did not examine the ci themselves, as well as papers bearing 
the words, “ Real fabrica de tobacos de Manila.” There were 
‘also found in the shops blocks tor printing the borders or edging. 
'The defendants were fined $50 each, and all boxes, labels, and 
blocks were confiscated. 

The decision arrived at in this case cannot fail to give satis- 
faction. There is no kind of doubt the defendants were pence 
well aware that though they themselves did not sell the cigars 
as genuine Manilas they would be retailed as such. Vast quanti- 
ties of these spurious and inferior weeds have been palmed off 
upon the unsuspecting sailors who visit the port, and a good pro- 
fit is doubtless made out of them by some one.

STRAITS SETTLEMENTS.

SINGAPORE. 
The present mail brings advices from this port to the 19th 


June; the P. and O. mail from London May 14 was received 


on the 13th June. The following summary of news is from the 
Straits Times :— 

Considerable consternation has been caused here by the news 
of the seizure of the British steamer Carrisbrooke off the coast 
of Hainan, by a Chinese cruiser. Two or three steamers usually 
leave this port about this season for Hainan, taking passengers 
and such cargo as is found saleable there. Messrs. Bun Hin 
and Co., the agents here of the Carrisbrooke, received a telegram 
from Messrs. Russell and Co., the Hong Kong agents, to the 
effect that the vessel had been seized three-and-a-half miles from 
the shore of Hainan, when proceeding to Hong Kong, thirty 
miles distant, and that application would be made to have the 
vessel released on bail. Application was at once made to the 
Governor, to invoke the assistance of the Hong Kong Govern- 
ment in procuring the release of the steamer, and a telegram 
was accordingly despatched to the Administrator of Hong Kong, 
to which the following reply has been received :— 

“To Governor, Singapore.—Hong Kong, 16th June.—Cuarrisbrooke 
seized for breach of article forty-seven of Tientsin Treaty. Hainan 
not yet open for trade. Vessel taken to Canton for investigation by 
Mixed Court. Consul notified regarding inquiry. Carrisbrooke disabled 
by cruiser.— ADMINISTRATOR.” 

We think there is some mistake in the above telegram, as the 

rt of Kiung Chow, in Hainan, is distinctly mentioned in the 

ty as open to foreign trade, and is also set down in the China 

Sea Directory as a Treaty port. It is rumoured, however, that 
the Carrisbrooke did not go to Kiung Chow, but to another port 
name Pan Kay, in the north-eastern part of the island. It is 
said, iilso, that she was fired into in consequence of having dis- 
regarded a warning shot fired across her bow. This would ex- 
lain her seizure under Article XLVII. of the Tientsin Treaty. 

e understand that in consequence of the statement in the 
Hong Kong !Administrator’s telegram, “ Hainan not yet open 
for trade,” measures have been taken by the owner here to in- 
aaa the steamer Penang, which left some days ago for that 
island. 

On the 15th June nine men suffered the extreme penalty of 
the law for the murder of Captain Digby H. Dent, superinten- 
dent of prisons, on the 13th February last, in the criminal prison. 
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It is true the | A company of soldiers and a strong force of police were presen 


to preserve order ; but there was no attempt at a demonstration 
of any sort on the part of the Chinese, only a few of whom 
assembled, apparently out of mere curiosity, to witness the exe- 
cution. There was a considerable gathering of Europeans and 
Eurasians, but few natives. The men were executed three ata 
time. The first three submitted to their fate in silence, but 
some of those who followed indulged in the most disgusting ob- 
scenity, and one defiantly assured Captain Hodgson, the present 
acting superintendent of prisons, that he might expect a fate 
similar to that of Mr. Dent ; and, with curses and imprecations 
issuing from his lips, was ushered into eternity. The Governor, 
after giving the subject his most anxious consideration, deter- 
mined that nine out of the eighteen prisoners who were sen- 
tenced to death for conspiracy in the gaol outbreak should have 
their sentences commuted into penal servitude for life. As the 
presence in the gaol of these prisoners would be objectionable 
and prejudicial to its discipline, his Excellency has asked the 
Indian Government to permit their being sent to the Andaman 
Islands. The Governor, as a mark of apron of their con- 

uropean and Eurasian 
prisoners who rendered such notable aid on the occasion of the 
outbreak. 


On Sunday, the 13th June, Mr. N. de Miklouho Maclay left 
Johore to commence his long intended excursion to Pahang. We 
aie informed that Mr. Maclay will take the overland route up 
to the Indau river, following the same till the Indau mountains, 
which he wishes to ascend. From there he intends first to 
search for the savage Oran-Tekam (so called after a small tribu- 
tary of the Pahang river), located in that portion of tbe country. 

fanieereain what further course he will take, as 
his health, which has already delayed his departure for several 
months, is still so unsettled as to prevent him from positivelv 
determining his route throughout the whole trip, which must, to 
a great extent, depend upon circumstances. 

A concert in aid of the fund for distressed foreigners at this 

rt, arranged by some gentlemen amateurs, was given at the 

own-hall on the 18th June, at which Signora Palmeira, Signorita 
Persiani, and Signor Palmeiri kindly volunteered to give some 
of their favourite pieces ; several ladies and gentlemen amateurs 
also assisted in the entertainment, the whole musical arrange- 
ments being placed in the hands of Mr. Salzmann. The concert 
proved a Ereat success, both as to the numbers present and the 


variety and excellence of the programme. Sir W. F. D. Jervois, 
though unable through a ro engagement to attend in person, 
gave his patronage, and a donation of $25 to the fund. e pro- 


ceeds of the concert and any subscriptions will be handed over to 
the Colonial Secretary. 

The s.s. Glenfinlas, Captain Wilcox, for London, with the first 
cargo of Foochow teas, ed through this port on the 13th 
June. She left the Pagoda anchorage at 12.30 p.m. on the 6th 
June, passed Sharp Peak at 2.30 p.m. same day, experienced fine 
weather throughout passage, and arrived in Singapore Roads at 
3.30 P.M. on the 13th. After coaling, she prozeeded on her 
voyage at eleven o’clock the same night. The steamers Braemar 
Castle and Gordon Castle arrived on the 17th, and the State of 
Virginia on the 18th, all from Foochow, tea laden. The Braemar 
Castle and Gordon Castle coaled and were despatched at four 
o’clock on the morning of the 18th, and the State of Virginia 
left the same night. As the Braemar Castle was being brought 
alongside Tanjong Pagar wharf, through some misunderstandin 
of the pilot’s orders, she went crushing end on into and h 
way through the wharf, doing damage to the extent of upwards 
of $1,000. We understand there was no question on the part 
of the ship as to who was to blame ; it is said the accident arose 
through the engines being turned ahead instead of astern. 

From Bangkok we learn that Dr. H. Stanius, Consul for the 
German Empire at Bangkok, presented his credentials to H.M. 
the King on the lst June, and received his Majesty’s exequatur. 
On the 5th the same ceremony was observed by Mr. W. H. 
Senn van Basel, the new Consul for the Netherlands, who was 
received in State and duly accredited by his Majesty’s ae 
tur. The new Royal residence erected for his Majesty the King 
was formally dedicated on the 28th and 29th May, immediately 
after which his Majesty entered into possession. 

The Samarang Courant of the 25th May contains the following 
intelligence :—“ ‘To-day there was effected the seizure of the Bri- 
tish ship Waterlily, which is shortly to be sold for the benefit of 
the creditors of the said vessel.” An advertisement appeared 
afterwards in the same journal to the effect that she is to be 
sold by public auction at Samarang on the 12th July. It may 
be remembered that not long ago mention was made in the 
Straits Times of the Waterlily having been condemned as unsea- 
worthy by two successive commissions of experts at soon 
shortly after a commission of experts at Batavia had previously 
pronounced her to be seaworthy. This naturally gave rise to 
some discussion in the Java papers as to confidence in experts. 

In the Java Bode of the 23rd May appears an extract from 
private letter from Delhi, dated the lst May, in which the follow- 
ing particulars are given of a Chinese coolie outbreak there :— 

Yesterday forenoon, at about eleven o'clock, Mr. H., the owner of a 
tobacco plantation on the Perchoot river (about four hours from th 
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chief town), was at the close of the morning’s work sitting in the veran- 
dah of his dwelling-house, with his two European employés, when from 
seventy to one hundred of his coolies, all of them armed with knives, 
sticks, and sharpened nibongs, came rushing on with dreadful shorts, 
attacked the house, and so beat the three Europeans, and also several 
Klings and Malays, that some of the latter were left lying for dead. 
Several of the coolies endeavoured to steal the money-chest from 
the office, and one of them carried off two muskets. Fortu- 
nately, one of the employés was enabled to lay hold of a musket, and 
to shoot down therewith, on the spot, the coolie who was mur- 
derously attacking him. Had it not been for his presence of mind, 
the three Europeans, who are now merely severely injured inwardly 
and outwardly, would have been murdered beyond a doubt, while the 
tmutineers might have, without the least trouble, persuaded the Chinese 
coolies on the other estates to effect a general rising. The insurgents, 
-on seeing one of their comrades fall, took the standing of injured in- 
nocence, lifted up the corpse and marched to the chief town ; for there 
the authorities will kindly hear the poor coolies and protect them from 
their barbarous masters. The mutineers arrived at the chief town 
with all that they possessed, and some of them have expressed them- 
selves to the effect that they will not return to the estate they be- 
longed to until after the hanging of the European who had, in self de- 
fence, shot dead one of their comrades. From this you may infer 
‘what a high opinion the Chinese coolies here have of themselves. 

After the preliminary inquiry at the chief town, eleven of the 
-coolies had to be taken to prison. When the policemen endeavoured 
to effect the arrests, the rest of the coolies essayed raising a riot, and 
‘thrashed effectually two policemen who were trying to preserve order 
with drawn swords. The soldiers in garrison were immediately called 
out, and by the effective measures of the officer in command order was 
soon restored. That planters here at Deli are not without danger to 
their lives you will have inferred from the foregoing, but there is more. 
They are also exposed to dangers of a pecuniary nature which their 
fellow planters in Java do not experience. The same 200 Chinese 
coolies of the aforesaid estate where the outbreak took place had each 
received advances of from 100 to 200 guilders, and they left the estate 
just when the young seedlings had to be planted out. It is still uncer- 
tain when these coolies will return, but, in any case, they could not be 
regularly at work again until after the little tobacco plants have been 
damaged or become unfit for transplanting.

IMPORTS. 

CHINKIANG.—Messrs. Spencer and Wolff write from this port :—We 
are at last in a position to report more favourably on our market for 
Grey goods, which is now fairly brisk for medium to good makes of 
Shirtings and T-Cloths. Stocks are light, but in the absence of all 
activity in the Shanghai market it is impossible to establish higher 
rates here. 

SHanaHal.—The North China Herald Report says :—The disposition 
on the part of the natives to remain idle has been very strong. Rainy 
weather and settling day have been the sedatives. But the auctions 
have been powerfully instrumental in compelling the traders to do 
business, and everything offered—Long Ells and Spanish Stripes, C.P.H. 
Scarlet, excepted—brought previous prices, but Long Ells realised a 
handsome decline, and Spanish Stripes are reported to have dropped 2 
to 3 cands. per ‘yard, from the value current in the native market on 
last mail day. From this general maintenance of former quotations, 

ivate sellers are gleaning encouragement and hope. In their opinion 
it proves a bare market, and the expectation of a better business when 
the causes of the prevailing quiet shall have been removed—and, indeed, 
there are signs of improvement already apparent. At the close there is 
more inquiry for common 8} lb. Grey Shirtings ; for Drills, of which 
recent sales and resales amount to 8,000 pieces, and some of them at 
better prices, for 7 and 6 lb. ordinary Mexican T-Cloths, for English 
Sheetings, for Chintzes, and Turkey Reds of the lightest weight, for 
Velveteens, Crapes, and for 9$ to 10 lb. Grey Shirtings, and in each 
article progress has been made. 

ManiLa.—During, the interval a fair amount of business had been 
transacted in the market for Plain Staples, but the prices obtained 
have in most cases been of un unremunerative character. Coloured 
goods, with the exception of Prints, are extremely quiet, and difficult 
of sale at covering prices. 

Saicon.—There had been but little alteration with regard to Manu- 
factured goods, quotations being as follows :—Grey Shirtings, 83 lbs. 
$2.25 per piece, 7 lbs. $1.90 per piece ; T-Cloth, 6 lbs. $1.55 per piece, 
5 lbs. $1.25 per piece, 4 Ibs. $0.95 per piece ; White Irishes, nominal, 
$1.45 per piece.

Hankow.—Messrs. Drysdale, Ringer and Co.’s Report says :—Our 
last: circular was dated on the 26th May, and since that time an active 
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business has been done in Tea, rates have been irregular, but generally 
we do not make them any lower, as any drop in the tael price is com- 
pensated for by an equal inferiority in quality. The business of the 
week includes sales of Ningchows at Tls. 27 to 60 per picul, Second 
Pack Oonfars at Tls. 25.50 to 28.50, Cheong-sow-kyes at Tls. 25 to 26, 
Toong-shangs at Tls. 28 to 33, Soon-yongs at Tls. 25 to 31, Lye-lings 
at Tls. 20.00 to 23.50 per picul. Settlements for the week, 22,834 
chests, 67,711 4-chests, 8,103 boxes, against corresponding week 1874, 
38,089 chests, 74,652 4-chests, 4,996 boxes. Although arrivals and settle- 
ments to date are so much in advance of last year, it is stated by tea- 
men that the ultimate excess in the first crop will be trifling. Teamen 
are now commencing to ship to Shanghai, all the direct steamers from 
Hankow being full. It is said that the picking of the second crop will 
commence in about four days, and musters may be expected about the 
ra a oe month. The Lotus, Glenfalloch, and Hankow, have sailed 
or London. 


SHancHalI.—Business on this market had not yet fairly commenced, 
but two small parcels of Ningchow had been purchased at about 33 
Taels, and it was said that offers up to Tis. 22 for Shontam kinds had 
been declined. Teas were coming down very slowly, the stock on offer 
being only about 8,000 chests, and composed chiefly of common low 
grades of Oonam and undesirable parcels of Ningchow, which had been 
neglected in Hankow. 


FoocHow.—Messrs. Westall, Galton, and Co.'s Weekly Letter says :— 
Purchases of Tea from the Fock Oan and Ching Wo districts com- 
menced early in the week, and 35,300 half-chests of these kinds have 
now been taken. Settlements of Paklings reached 110,660 boxes. 
The first operations in country Teas were commenced on our market 
on June 3, since which date purchases aggregating 16,062 chests have 
been made. Buying has been neither heavy nor general so far, Teas 
from a few of the districts only having attracted attention. Suey Kuts 
have been taken at the same price as last year, and Saryunes at an 
advance of Tl. 1, the quality of the former of these district Teas 
being inferior. A large business has been done in the Fock Oan kinds, 
and purchases of Teas of this description show by far the best value ; 
prices opened some Tls. 3 over last season's rates, but latest purchases 
show a considerable decline. Scarcely any business has been trans- 
acted in common kinds, owing to the exorbitant {demands of the 
Teamen. Souchong: Only a few chops have been shown. Ovlongs 
are decidedly poor ; a fair quantity has been settled at last year's 
rates. Flowery Pekoe: The colour and make of the Teas on show are 
poor, and the quality is scarcely up to the standard. Scented Teas: 
The few chops on show are, as usual with the first arrivals, well made, 
but wanting in scent, and prices asked for them are extreme. Quota- 
tions are :—Congou : 6,140 cheats finest to choice, 28. 0fd. to 2s. 24d. ; 
31,940 chests fine to finest, 1s. 97d. to 2s. Od. ; 20,380 chests good 
medium to fine, 1s. 63d. to 1s. 94d. ; 2,220 chests flavoury to medium, 
Is. 33d. to 1s. 64d.; 310 chests common to flavoury, 1s. O#d. to 
1s. 33d.; 387 chests leafy to common, 10$d. to 1s. 0}d.; Oolong : 
2,046 half-chests, 1s. 5}d. to 1s. 7?d. The above quantities show the 
total amount of Tea settled to date, including Paklings and Ching Wos.

HOLLAND. 


(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPOFDENT.) 
AMSTERDAM, JULY 23. 

It creates much surprise and some amount of indignation that at 
the recent elections there was no question raised with reference to our 
Colonies. “Clerical” or ‘“ Anti-clerical’”’ was the only war-cry by 
which all parties were appealed to. It seems as if Holland had no 
colonial possessions at all. Must we think that the Colonial question 
is solved ? Tam quite convinced that this is by no means the case. 
Forced labour (heerendiensten) is not yet abolished, although actual 
slavery has been put an end to; the means of communication have 
been improvec only on paper ; for the education of the natives, some- 
thing, but not much, is done, and the money destined for improvement 
of the colonies is spent with somewhat more care than in former times. 
The Dutch nation is herewith quite content. The objects of the So- 
ciety for the Welfare of the Javanese are thought to be simply a dis- 
play of sickly philanthropy. The natives are believed to be too idle to 
work, too stupid to erjoy liberty. To be subjected to our rule isa 
sort of privilege, and we have only to be moderate, and no complaints 
will be heard from them. This was the cry in 1854, and it is still be- 
lieved in. To illustrate this it is only necessary to recall to mind the 
debate in the Second Chamber about the Coffee enguéte. Thestrongest 
opponents of forced labour were convinced that this culture could not 
be abolished without great pecuniary sacrifices, and this was the con- 
clusion, that it was better to make injustice permanent than to sur- 
render a certain revenue. The majority, and amongst them were 
some Liberals, rejected a motion wh'ch would have put an end at once 
to the existing state of things. When the result was made known the 
Liberal papers were irdignant, but the nation remained as calm as ever. 
The people were quite content. 

The papers contain a description of the Dutch Hotel, which has been 
built for Prince Henry at “ort Said on the Boulevard du Port, ris-c- 
vis the Bassein des Atcliers. It has a frontage of 6,000 metres, including 
the garden, and for the land a sum of f.400,000 was paid, whilst the 
cost of the building amounted to one million. The Consulate of 
Holland, a_ hotel, and a large warehouse will be established 
in this building. Of course the investment of the capital in 
the enterprise will prove in the first years to be anything but 

rofitable, but in the future a better return may be expected. 

his, however, is not the chief object. The Prince's idea was to 
promote the interests of Dutch trade and industry. In one of the nn- 
merous saloons a permanent exposition of Dutch produce will be held. 
Another undertaking, in which one of our princes has invested a good 
deal of capital, is the new steam-line between Flushing and London. 
On Monday next the inauguration will take place, and thereafter the 
steamers will ply daily, Sundays excepted, between Flushing and She. y- 
ness. The steamers will have accommodation for 150 passengers in the 
saloon and for fifty passengers second-class. The entire voyage will 
occupy only eight hours, of which only five and a half hours will be at 
sea. The steamers are first-class, and this communication between Eng- 
land and the Continent will be—it is asserted—the cheapest and mest 
comfortable in exisience. The management of this company has been 
placed in the hands of the Royal Steam Navigation Company. 

It is very unfortunate that even our leading papers have no special 
correspondents in Java, They only reproduce a part of the news from 
the Batavia papers, and, as this is always compiled in a hurry, people 
do not read even the spirit of the press. Now and then, however, an 
occasional correspoudent troubles himsclf to forward a letter to one 
or the other paper. 


I have to do the duty of four officers, because one half of the army is 
confined to the hospitals. I cannot tell you much good about our small 
‘foree. It is exhausted ; deceased soldiers are brought by hundreds to 
the burying-grounds, or are walking crippled along the roads. There is 
nothing but misery here; and if nochange is made I fear much for

Thus, for instance, writes an officer belonging to | 
the East Army to the Dayblad :—“The service at Batavia is very hard; | 
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the consequences, which must be very serious. Iu Atchin things go 
on very slowly. Nothing can be done before July, when the rainy 
season is over.” This letter is probably unexaggerated. That there 
is a great want of officers is proved by the fact that the Indian Go- 
vernment have asked for one hundred more secund lieutenants, and, in 
consequence, an extra examination will take place in November, to 
which subaltern officers will be admitted. 

Some time ago I told you that there had been an influx of German 
Jesuits into the province of Limburg. I now find in the German clerical 
papers advertisements asking communication relative to any residences 
which are at disposal in Holland to be bought for this purpose. Up to this 
moment the Clericals have not meddled much with politics, but now 
they have become more daring. The Bishop of Roermont has pub- 
lished a manifesto by which he prescribes what must be done by the 
clergymen regarding the communal elections. I need scarcely add thav 
this has caused much indignation, especially on the Liberal side. 

During the last weeks a great number of soldiers, chiefly Belgians 
and French, have been enrolled at Harderwyk for our East-India-army, 
but at the same time desertions are so numerous that henceforth no 
leave of absence will be accorded to foreigners who enlist. The great 
want is still for medical officers, notwithstanding that a bounty of 
3,000 guilders is given. 

The ex-minister of the War Department, Earl Van Limburg Stirum, 
has published a pamphlet in support of the principle of obligatory 
military service, and on the 25th inst. he will begin to publish in the 
Vaderland the names of those compatriots who are in favour of his 
proposals, I fear that these lists will not be very long. The Dutch 
are not a military people. 

The pensioned Lieutenant-Colonel de Rochemont, ex-adjutant of 
the late Governor-General of Java, Mr. Loudon, has arrived at the 
Hague. It has noi yet transpired whether he adheres to his intention 
to hold a meeting in the Crystal Palace at Amsterdam to explain the 
history of the Atchin war. 

The Second Chamber will meet on the 10th August in order to deal 
with a Bill to re-model the election districts, whilst in the same time a 
Bill will be laid before the members to complete our railway-net by 
constructing a few small provincial lines. 

Endeavours are being made in Belgium to establish uniform custom- 
duties for Holland and that country. 

The markets fur Colonial Produce afford nothing calling for special 
report ; there is a complete lull in trade.

Two Chinese officers who have been despatched by their Go- 
vernment to make a tour of the ports of Europe and gather all 
possible information on naval affairs have asked permission to 
go through a course on board the Excellent, gunnery-ship, at 
Portsmouth. The Lords of the Admiralty have intimated, in re- 
ply, that they must content themselves with a visit of inspection. 


The Queen has approved the appointment of Captain C. J, 
Matthews, of the 57t vai ens asacting aide-de-camp to Major- 
General J. A. Street, C.B., commanding the troops in Ceylon. 








Commander John E. Stokes is appointed to the command of the 
Woodlark, gunboat, on the West Indian Station. Commander Stokes 
has seen considerable service inChina. In 1857 he proceeded to China 
in the Inflexible, and commanded paddle-box-boat at several attacks 
against the Chinese Fleet. He landed with the naval brigade at Can- 
ton, and was specially promoted for the taking of that place in 1858, 
He proceeded again to China in 1864, and was first lieutenant in the 
Rattler for one year, and commanded three gunboats, viz., Janus, 
Forester, and Oppossum, for four years. He received the thanks of 
the American Government for service rendered to their Consul on the 
Coast of Borneo, and also received the approval of the Admiralty for 
attacks on piratical junks when in command of the Forester. He 
proceeded in the Opossum 350 miles above Hankow, on the Yangtsze, 
the first vessel that ever proceeded so high up this river. Was pro- 
moted to commander 1869, and in 1872 was appointed commander of 
the Steam Reserve at Devonport, which he held three years and five 
months. He has four medals and three clasps for war services. 


Brevet Lieutenant-Colonel W. H. Orme, half pay, Jate S5th Light 
Infantry, has been appointed Fort Major at Guernsey, vice Brevet 
Lieutenant-Colonel Welman, whose five years has expired. Colonel 
Orme served with the 3rd Light Dragoons during the Sutle} campaign 
of 1848-49, and was present at the battle of Muokee and Ferozeshah, 
at which last he was severely wounded in the arm. He was Deputy- 
Assistant Quartermaster-Gencral at the Cape between 1858-62, having 
previously served there as Aide-de-Camp to Sir James Jackson, and 
was lately in Mauritius with Major-General Selby Smyth as Aide-de- 
Camp. 

We regret to hear that all attempts to prevent an exposure of the 
differences which arose in Japan between Colonel Richards and Lieuten- 
ant-Colonel Burton, of the Royal Marines, have failed, and, consequently, 
w court-martial will assemble at Devonport on the 31st iust., under the 
presidency of Colonel Boyle, R.M.L.I., C.B., to try Lieutenant-Colonel 
Burton for having failed in his duty in not having reported the con- 
duct he found fault with in Colonel Richards to his superior officer at 
the time of its oocurrence. 

The camp in immediate connection with the forthcoming field artil- 
lery experiments on Dartmoor will be pitched in Okehampton Park on 
or before the 1st of Augusi, the troops to be provided for therein being 
the E Battery E Brigade Royal Horse Artillery ; C Battery 25th Dri- 
gade Royal Artillery ; and half a battery of the 10th Brigade Royal 
Artillery. Lieut.-Colonel Tod-Brown, C.B., R.H.A., will be in com- 
mand. 
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The farewell banquet which the electors of Chatham had arranged 
to give to their late representative, Admiral Elliot, will not take place. 
The Adiiralty has furbished up an old rule, which has been very in- 
differently observed of late years, and prohibited Admiral Elliot from 
attending the banquet, on the ground that officers on full pay ought 
not to tuke part in any political demonstration. 


A detachment of the 2nd Dragoon Guards (Queen’s Bays), consist- 
ing of contingents from Leeds, Preston, and Bury, has been embarked 
upon the steamer Windsor, at Liverpool, bound for Dublin. The de- 
tachment numbered 7 officers, 170 nou-commissioned officers and men, 
29 women, 51 children, and 136 horses. Other bodies of troops will 
sail for Dublin next week. 


A distinguished service reward of £100 per annum has been con- 
ferred on the Venerable Archdeacon Henry Press Wright, M.B., the 
Senior Chaplain to the Forces. Mr. Wright was promoted for meri- 
torious service as Provincial Chaplain to the Army in the Crimea, and 
has received the Crimean medal with clasp, Sebastopol, and the Turkish 
medal. 

Brevet-Major W. C. O'Shaughnessy, the senior captain of the 12th 
Foot, who has for the last few months been attached to the staff of 
Major-General the Hon. Francis Colborne, C.B., commanding in China, 
and Acting Military Secretary, has been called npon to rejoin his batta- 
lion at Kinsale, and Captain 8. G. Huskisson, 80th Foot, has been ap- 
pointed to the vacancy. 

The United States’ screw frigate Tennessee, Captain Low, bearing 
the flag of Rear-Admiral W. Reynolds, arrived at Gibraltar on the 
13th inst. from New York on her way to China, rid the Suez Canal, 
and was to proceed in about eight or ten days for her destination. 

Rear-Admiral W. H. Stewart, C.B., Controller of the Navy, and Mr. 
N. Barnaby, Director of Naval Construction, have inspected the Ad- 
venture, troopship, which was found to bein bad condition, aud the 
expectation is that the ship will be paid off and laid by.

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JUDICIAL COMMITTEE OF THE PRIVY COUNCIL. 
THE “ INDUS" AND THE “ ABBOTSFORD.”’ 

This was an appeal from a decree of the Judge of the High Court of 
Admiralty of the 25th of January last. The suit arose out of a colli- 
sion between the steamships A/botsford and Indus in the English 
Channel, off Dover, on the morning of the 24th of November last. The 
Indus, which belonged to the P. and O. Company, is a vessel of 2,234 
tons, manned by a crew of 150 hands, and at the time was on a voyage 
from London to Bombay with a cargo of merchandise. She was in 
charge of a licensed Trinity pilot. The Abbotsford, a ship of 1,697 
tons, with a crew of 88 on board, was on her way from Antwerp to 
New York, with a large number of passengers and a general cargo. The 
case on the part of the Abbotsford was that she had stopped cff Dover 
in order to take a pilot on board, and that, while in waiting, she ob- 
served the /ndus' on her port quarter at a distance of a quarter of a 
mile. The /ndus made no change in her course in spite of the loud 
warnings of those on board the Abbotsford, and the result was a colli- 
Biou in which both vessels were more or less damaged ; on the other 
hand it was contended that the cc llision was caused by a sudden change 
in the steering of the Abbotsford, attributable to negligent and reckless 
navigation. The Judge of the Court below considered the Abbotsford 
alone to blame ; hence the present appeal. 

Their Lordships, after hearing the arguments at considerable length, 
allowed the appeal, and reversed the judgment of the Admiralty Court, 


with costs. 
BANKRUPTCY COURT. 
IN RE JOHN RANKING AND CO. 

The ‘debtors, Messrs. Harvey Ranking and Augustus Ranking, mer- 
chants, trading at 11, St. Helen's place, as John Ranking and Co., have 
filed a petition for liquidation by arrangement. Their liabilities are 
estimated at £110,000, after deducting the value of the securities held 
by creditors, with assets, consisting of merchandise, book-debts, and 
securities, and also of real estate in England and in Egypt, and else- 
where, valued at £70,000. Mr. Baker (Lawrance and Co.) now asked 
that Mr. Robert Fletcher, accountant, should be appointed receiver and 
manager. It appeared that a preliminary meeting had been held, at 
which the creditors expressed a strong opinion that the assets shouid 
be forthwith placed under control. 

The Registrar granted the application. 

IN RE J. C. FOWLIE. 

This was another heavy failure. The debtor, described us a merchant, 
of Leadenhall-street, has filed a petition for liquidation, with liabilities 
£140,000, and assets, consisting of furniture, £1,100 ; cash-book debts 
and claims, £50,000 and upwards ; and property in Ceylon estimated 
at £10,000. Mr. Registrar Hazlitt refused an application for an in- 
terim injunction staying further proceedings under a debtor’s summons 
issued at the suit of one of the creditors, it being contrary to the prac- 
tice of the Court to interfere with any steps which creditors may take 
under section 7 of the Act. 


CHARGE OF FRAUD AGAINST MESSRS, COLLIE. 

On the 21st inst., Alexander Collie, of Kensington Palace-gardense, 
and William Cullie, of Aytoun-street, Manchester, until recently carry- 
ing on business as merchants in London and Manchester, were brought 
up at Guildhall, on a charge of obtaining large sums of money from the 
London and Westminster Bank by means of false pretences.

Alexander Collie and Co., of Leadenhall-street, and Manchester, and 
it appeared that Alexander Collic attended to the business in London 
and William Collie attended to it in Manchester, and it was alleged on 
the part of the prosecution that they conspired together to draw bills which 
were nothing but accommodation bills, and they represented that the 
were trade bills given for goods suld, and bearing on the face of them 
certain marks and numbers purporting to refer to the bales of goods and 
the accounts in the ledger. He produced one of the bills, which pur- 
ported to be for value received, and it had on its face “for value re- 
ceived,” and certain marks which purported to refer to the descrip: 
tion of goods that the bill was given for. <A large number of those 
bills had been negotiated, and although a great number of the bills 
had not the words “for goods” on them, they had certain marks on 
them which were equivalent, for they had those marks which pur- 
ported to refer to accounts of goods delivered. The defendants gent 
bills accepted by various persons to bill brokers, and by that means 
put them into circulation. It was well known that the bill brokers 
could not discount those bills with their own money, and several of 
them went to the London and Westminster Bank. In May oz June 
last they failed, and their liabilities were about £3,000,000, but of 
that sum there were from £1,500,000 to £1,750,000 worth of those 
bills in circulation. The London and Westminster Bank had about 
£500,000 worth of those bills, and after giving credit for all they 
could get from the estate they would be at a loss of between 
£200,000 and £300,000. It was obvious that the bank would not 
have discounted bills to that large amount if they had not 
believed that those bills were given for goods that bad been supplied, 
and that the marks and numbers on the face of those bills referred to 
those goods. On the examination of the defendants’ bouks, which 
were placed in the hands of Mr. John Young, of the firm of Turquand, 
Youngs, and Co., accountants, it was found that those bills were not 
genuine trade bills drawn for goods sold, but accommodation bills, 
and that there were no such goods sold, and no such accounts in the 
ledger as those indicated by the marks on the face of the bills, and 
also that the persons accepting the bills had no goods accounts with 
the defendants. The London and Westminster Bank believed they 
had a responsible drawer and acceptor, and upon that assumption they 
would have discounted to a reasonable amount, but they never would 
have discounted to such an amount if they had not believed, from the 
marks on the face of the bills, that they were bond pide bills of com- 
mercial transactions. By examining the books they found that there 
were goods to the amount of £63,000, or from that to £100,000, which 
were all that represented the million and a half or million and three- 
quarters for which bills were in the hands of the bank and other per- 
sons. He would just lay evidence sufficient before the Court to justify 
a remand, and then ask that the case should be adjourned. 

Mr. Serjeant Ballantine said he appeared for the defendants, and 
quite agreed with Mr. Poland that there must be a remand, and was 
willing that it should take place without going into the evidence until 
they were able to go into it fully. Sir Thomas White concurred, and 
said he feit bound to ask for large bail. He had therefore come to the 
conclusion that he must have two bail in £2,000 for each prisoner, or 
four in £1,000 each, and themselves each in £4,000. He would not 
take upon himself the responsibility of accepting bail which had not 
been inquired into by the prosecutors, and he therefore would not ac- 
cept bail until it was approved. With regard to an application that 
the prisoners should be allowed to be taken to Newgate in a cab, he 
could not accede to that request. He could not see that there was any 
difference at present between them and poor people who were charged 
with a similar offence, only for a smaller amount. The two prisoners 
must, therefore, go in the van with the others. Shortly afterwards the 
prisoners went away in the van. They were released on bail on the 
23rd inst.

THE GEOGRAPHICAL ConGRES3.—The Geographical Congress in Paris 
has commenced its sittings. The British Section occupies the fourth 
and fifth rooms in the wing of the Tuileries next the Seine, and is under 
the charge of Cvlonel Montgomerie, R.E., F.R.S., &c., Her Britannic 
Majesty’s Commissioner for the Congrés International des Sciences 
Géographiques. The Catalogue commences with a long list of the 
various maps, &c., contributed by British India. This portion of tue 
British Empire is well represented by the engraved sheets of the Grevt 
Indian Atlas. The chief piece is a compilation map, showing the vast 
extent of the Himalayan system of mountains which separates the 
plains of India from the plains of Eastern Turkestan, Yarkund, &. 
The other maps comprise characteristic specimens of most of the Pro- 
vinces of British India from surveys executed at various dates under 
the orders of the Government of India, more especially showing the 
later development of the trigonometrical and topographical work in the 
Himalaya mountains in the more hilly, and generally the least known, 
portions of India. 

TRIAL Trip.—The Poonah, belonging to the P. and O. Company, left 
the South Dock, Sunderland, on her trial trip, on the 20th inst. 
vessel was taken to Sunderldnd upwards of 18 months ago, to have 84 
feet added to her length. She was built as a passenger boat for the 
Company in 1862 and is now 435 feet in length. Her engines (by R 
and W. Hawthorne, uf Newcastle) are 600-horse power. The cylin- 
ders are 56 inches and 97 inches respectively in diameter, and the 
stroke is 4 feet 6 inches. She is fitted with six boilers, with three 
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naces for each boiler, which will consume from 30 tons to 35 tons coal 
daily. She was towed out to sea by steamtugs, and a run was made 
for’ a distance of eight miles straight ahead, during which time the 
vessel behaved admirably, and the engines gave every satisfaction. 


Mr. Disrak I presided on the 16th inst. at a meeting held in Willis’s 
Rooms to promote the movement for erecting a memorial to Lord Byron. 
The right honourable gentleman opened the proceedings with an elo- 
quent speech, in which he expressed his desire “to see in some public 
place the semblance of this great man, so that the English people, when 
they pass, shall recognise one of the greatest masters of the English 
language.” On the motion of Lord Stanhope, seconded by Lord Ross- 
lyn, it was resolved to make an appeal to the public for funds to erect 
a statue of the poet in the metropolis, and a vote of thanks to Mr. 
Disraeli for presiding was proposed by the Earl of Lovelace, son-in-law 
of Lord Byron. 

THE place in the elephant-house at the Zoological Gardens, vacant by 
the death of the Indian elephant last week, has been filled by a Suma- 
tran rhinoceros ( Rhinoceros Sumatrensis ) from Johore, “‘ deposited’ by 
Mr. Jamrach, the well-known dealer. The Society’s collection already 
contained examples of four different species of these animals, but this 
makes a fifth, and renders the series of rhinoceroses by far more com- 
plete than any that has yet been brought together. 

Wuart bids fair to be a most successful annual gathering of the mem- 
bers of the Royal Archeological Institute of Great Britain and Ireland 
has been opened at Canterbury. Three sections—Antiquities, Archi- 
tecture, and History—will hold meetings, the Presidents being Mr. G. 
T. Clark, Mr. Beresford Hope, M.P., and Dean Stanley respectively. 
The programme proposed to be got through is a heavy one, but agree- 
_ ably diversified. : 

THe Cuina Cur which is annually presented by the Volunteers in 
China for competition at Wimbledon has this year been won by 
Gloucester, who scored 365 points. The cup is competed for by teams 
of ten efficient Volunteers from each county, and the conditions are ten 
shots at 500 yards with the Snider. Last year the cup was won by 
Middlesex with 404 points out of a possible 500. 

Tin-Tun- Lina, the well-known Chinese resident in Paris, has pub- 
lished a very singular novel in Chinese, the wording beginning, as in 
all Chinese works, on the right-hand side of the page. The work in 
question has been translated into French by Mr. Charles Aubert. It 
is a bibliographical rarity. 

Tue Eastern and Australian Company’s steamer Singapore arrived at 
Townsville, from Singapore, on 16th inst., with London mails of 28th 
May. The Company’s steamer Normandy left Brisbane for Singapore 
on the 17th inst., with Australian mails, for London. 


THE statement recently made that the Turkish Government intends 
to send a special embassy to Peking in order to defend the interests of 
Mussulman subjects of the Chinese Empire is repeated from Constan- 
tinople. 

Tue Chinese language is to be for the future included in the list of 
normal school studies at Boston, U.S. 


HOUSE OF LORDS. 
—o-—-——- 
THE COOLIE TRAFFIC. 

(July 19th.) Lord STanLEyY of ALDERLEY called the attention of the 
House to the Coolie traffic, and asked the Secretary of State for the Colo- 
nies to state the result of his inquiries into the death of two Coolies from 
flogging in Province Wellesley, and what progress had been made in 
framing a law for the protection of Coolies in the Straits Settlements ; 
and moved for the law for the protection of Indian immigrants tu be 
laid on the table. The noble lord remarked that on the 11th of May 
a deputation of the Anti-Slavery Society waited on the Secretary of 
State for the Colonies to make representations as to Coolie labour in 
all the Colonies and the necessity of supervision of the transport of 
Coolies, of the contracts entered into by them, and of their treatment 
when their engagements expired. Owing to misreporting, the depu- 
tation were represented to the world as having requested the Secretary 
of State to put down Coolie labour, and an evening paper said that the 
supervision of Coolie contracts was as little necessary as that of Irish 
or English emigrants’ contracts, though those emigrants went out 
to join people of their own language, religion, and laws. What 
really happened was that Mr. Sturge, speaking for himself only, stated 
to the Secretary of State what a short time before he had written to 
the leading journal—that the emigration of Coolies was only the slave 
trade under another name. Now, he would mention in defence of Mr. 
Sturge that a French Deputy, M. Victor Schaelcher, came over to Lon- 
don a short time before the deputation went to the Colonial-office, to 

resent the state of the Indian Coolies in the French Antilles to the 
Aborigines’ Protection Society, and he there made a similar statement 
to that of Mr. Sturge, of his conviction that Coolie immigration could 
not be distinguished from the slave trade, and in support of this view 
he had brought with him a French Colonial newspaper called the 
Journal d Outremer, containing a report of the excessive mortality of 
Indian Coolies on different plantations. While excepting the islands 
of Mauritius and Bourbon and the Straits Settlements, he entirely con- 
curred with Mr. Sturge and M. Scheelcher as to the more distant West 
India Islands, and believed that it was almost impossible to prevent 
the transport of Coolies to those islands differing from the slave trade. 
He might remind their lordships that all the horrors of the African 
slave trade owed their origin to a want of thoroughness on the part of 
the philanthropists in the beginning of 1500, and to the adoption at 
. that time of the principles, nay, of the very words used by the noble 
earl to the deputation :— 


“‘ Considering the commercial depression that exists in many of the 
West India Islands, a system of Covlie importations, if it can be ad- 
ministered under due safeguards, should be favoured by Gevernment.” 


These were the considerations which brought Negro slaves to 
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America for the relief of the Mexicans and Caribs, who were fast dying 
out under the labour imposed upon them, and whose sufferings stirred 
m4 the good Bishop Las Casas to write of the destruction of te Indies. 

The burde 1s that were destroying the aborigines of America and the 
Ant'lles were transferred to the shoulders of the Africans till Wilver- 
force raised his voice iu behalf of those oppressed men, and with suck 
effect that the Africans were now almost everywhere emancipated ; 

but if the Secretary of State for the Colonies did not take care the 
error of transporting Africans across the ocean to relieve Americans 
would be repeated under his auspices, and Hindoos and Chinese would 
have to relieve the negroes by suffering all the horrors tormerly im- 
posed upon the Africans. When his noble friend tke Secretary of 
State for the Colonies answered the deputation of the 11th of May he 
did not t’1ink he could have read the Blue-book on the Macao Cvolie 
traffic; not a word in that Blue-book contradicted the assertion 
of Mr. Sturge, and there was much in the reports of Sir Brooke 
Robertson and in the despatches of the Secretary of State for 

Foreign Affairs which confirmed it. So long as the Colonial-office 
could not efficiently provide for the well-being and protection of India 
Coolies at Mauritius, Reunion, and the Straits Settlements, it would 
be still more doubtful if it would be able to secure these objects and 
safeguards in the more distant West India Islands. The Chinese 
Coolies in the West Indies were in still greater need of protection than 
the Indian Coolies, who, being our subjects, found zealous supporters 
among the Calcutta, Madras, and India-office officials. Most of the 
Chinese who had been transported to Peru, Cuba, and other parts of 
America had been taken there against their will, or in ignorance of 
where they were going. They did not require to go to America for 
the purpose of emigrating, for there were ample fields for Chinese emi- 
gration nearer China, places to which they could go and find their 
countrymen and associations ready to assist them on their arrival. 

And how could the Secretary of State for Foreign Affairs consistently 
urge the Portuguese Government not to allow emigration from Macao 
under any form, and even after proposing regulations for the protection 
of the emigrants, if the Secretary of State for the Colonies were to en- 
courage a similar emigration, and so appear to justify the criticism 
of the Portuguese Minister, that “the British functionaries had 
markedly hostile dispositions to any emigration which might seek 
other shores than those of British colonies?” It might be readily 
understood that the Secretary of State for the Colonics should have 
been rather too much influenced by the colonists and by colonial re- 

presentations, and by the natural desire to hear of flourishing colonial 
budgets, and should have lost sight of the public opinion of this coun- 

try, which would not allow of the substitution of Chinese for African 
slavery ; he (Lord Stanley of Alderley) might also say the public 
opinion of Germany, for in the Blue-book on the Macao Coolie traffic 
there was a note from the German Ambassador strongly repudiating, 
on behalf of one of his subjects, the imputation of being concerned in 
this iniquitous trade. The public opinion in Spain and Portugal was 
also very much changed of late years, for in the modern novels of the 
Peninsula the villain of the plot was always a slave trader, and the 
name of negrero, or negro trader was now a most opprobrious epithet. 
He desired also to call the noble earl’s attention to a matter of which 
he had been informed by an Australian magistrate—namely, the kid- 
napping of women in Polynesia, which was said to have become so 
general that nearly every master of a vessel and many of the mates 
carried Polynesian women on board their vessels, entered on the ship’s 
articles as wives of the men they had nothing to do with. The law of 
Western Australia, that no women be permitted to be shipped there, 
should be copied. He did not intend to go into the case of the Coolies in 
Mauritius—the subject and the Blue-book relating to it were too large ; 
but when the noble earl talked of safeguards for the protection of the 
immigrants he (Lord Stanley of Alderley) would ask what measures he 
was taking, and why he had not already taken measures, to remedy the 
state of things under which the families of Coolies who died in Mau- 
ritius were robbed of their property under fois of legal administration. 
Among the cases of property left by Indian Coolies and absorbed by 
the curator reported by the Commissionera appointed to inquire into 
the abuses concerning Indian immigrants into Mauritius might be 
quoted that of Millapore Monisamy, who died and left effects which 
were sold for $630 82c., or about £130. The legal expenses amounted 
to $630 51c., leaving a balance of 3lc., or 154d. There were, however, 
other legal expenses which were defrayed by the sale of Monisamy’s 
jewels, which sold for $877 52c., or about £183, and when all legal 
expenses were paid there remained a balance of $11 538c., or £2 8s. 

There was also the case of Jaunkee, who went temporarily mad, 
had £44 of property sold for £8 12s. 44d., and 8s. 84d. of it was 
left for his children. He would also ask the Secretary of State 

whether he intended to take any steps to relieve the pr peteas 

who had completed their five years’ contract service of the heavy 

charges imposed on them for photographs (2s.) and pass-tickets 

(20s.). From the report of the Commissioners it appeared tat for a 
number of 116,333 photographs the sum of £23,311 12s. had been 

charged to Mauritius during five years. The photographer holding the 

contract informed the Commissioners that his profits were £6,000, 

leaving £17,311 for the cost of photography ; but the Royal Engineers’ 

highest estimate came to £5,201, leaving £12,110 to be accounted for. 

Two Coolies were flogged by two planters on the Malakoff estate, in 
Province Wellesley, in the Straits Settlements ; they died of i., and 
the two planters were sentenced to three and four months’ impnison- 

ment. ‘These sentences appeared to be very lenient, but it happened 

that the brother of one of the planters died, and applications were 

made to the Governor, Sir Andrew Clarke, for his release, in order that 

he might look after the plantation. The Governor accordingly remit- 

ted half of his sentence und set him free, and, as the other planter was 

in the same case, he remitted half of his sentence also, apparently to 

avoid invidious distinctions. If the Governor had made his remissiun 
of the sentence conditional on te payment of some compensation to 
the families of the Coolies whose deaths they had caused, he \.ould 
have shown more regard for justice and for those safeguards which the 


| noble earl the Secretary of State for the Colonies desired to establish

for the protection of Coolie immigrants. He (Lord Stanley of Alder- 
ley) did not in this matter impute any fault to Sir A. Clarke other 
than that of excessive good nature and, perhaps an inability to say no; 
but, for the sake of the future, he would ask his noble friend to join 
with him in an expression of regret that Sir Andrew Clarke should have 
allowed himself to be induced by the planters’ representations to remit 
half of sentences which were already too lenient. To show that con- 
tracts and engagements of Coolies required supervision and revision by 
an officer of the Indian Government, he might mention a case which 
recently happened in the Straits Settlements. Some seventy Coolies 

engaged to labour for planters (Messrs. Brown and Co.) for two 
years, and had had their passage-money from India advanced, which 
advance had been repaid. These Coolies left off work six days before 
the complete expiration of their two years, and a portion of them were 
brought before a magistrate, under the Indian Act XIII. of 1859. The 
magistrate dismissed the summons, and his decision was reversed by 
Mr. Justice Ford, who held that these Coolies’ contracts were binding 
on them, which obliged them to be jointly and severally responsible for 
one another's labour, so that one man out of 100 might have to make 
good the work of ninety-nine absconders. The appellant, the agent 
for the planters, did not ask for this, so Mr. Justice Ford only re- 
quired the magistrate to order the Coolie (1) to work up the six days, 
and (2) to work up the loss of labour occasioned to the planters by their 
default. Now this decision of Mr. Justice Ford, if it were upheld, would 
establish a system of slavery. It would probably be met and prevented 
by the Indian Immigrants’ Protection Act, now under the consideration 
of the Colonial-office. This draft Act omitted, however, to limit the 
period for which Coolies might beengaged. In the Straits the practice had 
ugually been for two years, but in Mauritius five years was the usual 
term. A person whose opinion had great weight with him (Lord Stanley 
of Alderley), and, he believed, would have no less with the Secretary of 
State for the Colonies, observed to him that before the Straits Settle- 
Ments passed under the Culunial-office the immigration of Coolies from 
India was free, and as beneficial to the immigrants as it was to the 
Settlements. He believed that the cause of the change and of the 
necessity on the part of the Indian Government of imposing restric- 
tions on Coolie emigration to the Straits had been the diminution of 
protection given to Coolies in the Straits, owing to the falling off in the 
quality and independence both of judges and magistrates, since the 
transfer of the Straits from the India-office to the Colonial-office. This 
falling off of judicial and magisterial quality seemed on the increase, 
and this downward tendency had been much advanced by the fact that 
summary jurisdiction, formerly confined to the Government police 
magistrates, had recently lapsed into the hands of merchant and 
planter magistrates, who were nut so well qualified. 

The Earl of Carnarvon said that if the noble lord had read his 
despatch in reference to the report of the commission which inquired 
into the subject of the Coolie traffic in the Mauritius he would have 
found much of the information for which he asked. He had stated in 
that despatch what he believed to be the great and crying abuse of the 
traffic ; he had recommended various alterations, and he had pointed 
out that there were also other things open to consideration. It was 
very often stated that the Coolie traffic was modified slavery, but those 
who said so mixed up the question of the importation of Chinese 
Cuvlies in foreign ships and frum foreign ports with the importation of 
Covlies from India and China in English ships, under the English flag 
and under English law. He was quite willing to concede that the im- 
portation of Cvolics from Macao under the Portuguese flag had been 
atteided with cruelties and horrors. Whatever might have been the 
intcution of the Portuguese Government, great cruelties in connection 
with the traffic had been practised under its flag, but he indignantly 
denied that any cruelty had been committed under the English flag. If 
abuses had taken place they had been exceptional. Sir Bartle Frere, 
in drawing a distinction between the condition of the Coolie in India 
and his condition in an English colony, put the case thus: In India 
the Cvolie could not asa rule earn more than 1$d. or 2d. a day, and 
was nearly always on the verge of starvation. In the British colonies, on 
the other hand, he worked only five days in the week, and earned 1s. a 
day ; if he took task work, he received for each task 1s. ; he was well 
lodged, he was provided with medical attendance, he was protected by 
special legislation, and in almost every colony he was guaranteed a re- 
turn passage to his own country. Those persons, therefure, who spoke 
of them as undergving modified slavery threw about their words with 
a recklessness and imprudence which was mischievous, if not some- 
thing worse. The condition of the Coolie in the English colonies 
might be inferred from some figures which he was in a position to 
give their lordships, In British Guiana, in eight years ending in June, 
1874, 2,100 Coolies returned to their country, taking with them no less 
than £64,000 of savings, and in 1872 950 returned, taking with them 
£24,700. In Trinidad 400 Coolies returned to their homes with 
£11,500 savings, and in 1874 330 returned with £10,000 savings. Be- 
siles that, £40,000 was standing to the credit of Coolies in the bank, 
and 69 of them had placed £6,000 in the Colonial Bank at interest. 
Their position in the colonies could not under such circumstances be 
said tv contrast disadlvantageously with their position in their own 
country. He would take one more instance. In the Mauritius, in 
seven years, ending in 1872, no less than £24,000 was remitted by 
Indian Coolies to India ; in 1873, 619 returned with £8,500; and be- 
tween 1560 and 1871 the enormous sum of £93,400 was actually in- 
vested by Indian Coolies in land in the Mauritius. These figures were 
so remarkable that they called fur no comment from him. «As he had 
already stated, every Coolie was entitled to a passage back to his own 
country, but in British Guiana they constantly refused it, and preferred 
tu remain in the colony. Reports reached this country last year in 
reference to some atrucitics which took place upon two estates or plan- 
tations, and he regretted extremely what was done in regard to them, 
and took some blame tu himself that he had not made use of stronger 
language in reference to them. In future the Government would take 
every precaution by legislation to prevent a miscarriage of justice in 
cases of the same nature, and with that view he had pressed upon the local 


Government for a new ordinance which should deal with such ques-

tions, and which would prevent injustice being done to the Cooltes ; 
but it was a matter which required extreme care and consideration, as 
would be seen when he placed the papers in reference to it on the table 
of the House. He believed that he fairly answered all the noble 
lord’s questions, and though they were questions which did not excite 
much interest in this country, yet they affected toa most i 

extent the condition of the Coolies. He felt, however, that do what 
the Government would in regard to legislation, there would always be 
some possibility of abuses springing up, but he hoped that by improwdd 
regulations those abuses wuuld be reduced to a minimum. 

The Earl of Ktmperiky had heard the fair and able defence which 
had been made by his noble friend in reference to the Coolie traffic. 
There were, no doubt, two sides to this question, the bright side and 
the dark one, which had been presented to their lordships in respect of 
this particular instance in the Straits Settlements, but it would be 
unfair, unjust, and impolitic, and, indeed, moat disadvantageous to the 
planters and to the Coolies if they should rush to the conclusion that 
because abuses had occurre.| that there was no hope of a better state 
of things. As regarded the Muuritiua, he was not one of the six per 
sons referred to who had mastered the report. It was exceedingly 
bulky, and required much study, and that was his excuse for not bei 
better acquainted with the contents of that Blue-book ; but he wor 
suggest that the power which existed in the West Indie of depriving 
plantations of Coolie labour in case the Government should not be sa- 
tisfied with the treatment of the Coolies should be resorted to in other 
colonies, and he contended that Coolie emigration to the Mauritius 
should be entirely stopped if the Government there did not do what 
Her Majesty's Government required to be done. He was glad to find 
that new regulations had been made for the Straits Settlements, for it 
was not safe that Coolies should be employed in large numbera on any 
estate without special regulations being made for their well-being. 

Lord StaNLey of ALDERLEY then withdrew his motion.

(July 22nd.) Mr. RicHarp asked the Under-Secretary of State for 
India when the correspondence relating to the differences between 
the King of Burmah and the Indian Government, promised by him on 
the 22nd of June, would be produced ; and whether it would be still 
detrimental to the public interests to furnish Parliament with some 
authentic official information as to the character and issue of the recent 
negotiations with the King of Burmah.—Lord G. Hamiton said : I 
stated on the 22nd of June that papers should be laid before Parlia- 
ment relating to the differences between the Government of India and 
the King of Burmah when their publication would not be detrimental 
to the public interests. As the negotiations are not yet concluded it 
would not be advisable to lay upon the table of the House papers con- 
taining incomplete, and consequently misleading, information. Upon 
the 22nd of June I slso stated that the differences between the two Go- 
vernments had been satisfactorily settled, with the exception of one 
which I hoped would be amicably disposed of. I have nothing to add 
to that answer, except that the hope which I then expressed was, and 
continues to be, well-founded. 


THE DIFFICULTY WITH BURMAH. 


(THE TIMES.) 

Whatever else may come of our disagreement with the King of Bur- 
mah, it can scarcely fail to open up a Trade Route with Western China 
It is easy to see the commercial and even the political importance of 
such a highway, even if we dismiss the overcharged expectations raised 
some years ago. There was then a belief that the trade of the Chinese 
Empire might be reached through Rangoon instead of the Treaty Porta, 
and that our ships might be spared the long, dangerous, and coatly 
navigation of the China seas. <A railway or a tramway, it was thought, 
could be made from Rangoon, to one of the frontier towns on the 
south-east of China, and thus we could “tap” the commerce now 
poured out through Canton. Another road would be formed from 
Mandalay or from Bhamé to some town near the Yang-tse-Kiang, and 
that great river, the chief highway of China, would enable us to divert 
to the Irrawaddy, and thence to Rangoon, the immense mass of mer- 
chandise now shipped at Shanghai. Thus the voyage might be greatly 
shortened, and one of our own ports would become the chief shipping 
station east of India. Telegraph wires would also run along the new 
trade routes, and would link Calcutta and London with,Canton, Shang- 
hai, and even perhaps with Peking. So brilliant a prospect might 
make Russia despise her own tardy advances through Central Asian 
steppes, and prompt her to push on faster than ever towards the 
Western frontiers of China. Some day the scheme may become a 
reality, but in the meanwhile it is a little too like cloudland to be of 
much account in commercial calculations. A leas Conservative nation 
than the Chinese would take a long time so to unlearn its habits as to 
divert the stream of trade to new routes, and thus ruin old porta. 
Their jealousy of strangers would stand in the way of their manifest 
interests ; and, even under the rule of a friendly Power, it would need 
many, years to develup the appliances of a great trade along a new 
road of more than 2,000 miles. But we should take a short-sighted 
view of our duty in the East if we were not to prepare the way for 
such a diversion of the Chinese trade. China is clearly on the eve of 
some great change, in spite of the conservatism which she has raised to 
the dignity of a religious duty, and there cannot be a doubt that it 
will throw her immense spaces more open to the West. Her rulers 
may fight against destiny with the spasmodic vigour which the repre- 
sentatives of ancient institutions often display when confronted with 
new conditions ; but resistance will only increase the change by shat- 
tering the already weakened network of authority. Russia does not 
forget that such must be the future of the Chinese Empire. She is 
pushing her troups towards its eastern boundaries for political as well 
as trading objects.

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LORD STANLEY ON COOLIE EMIGRATION. 

Lorp STANLEY'S motion on the Coolie traffic, and on the 
treatment of Coolies in the English Settlements, extended 
over so wide a range of topics, and mixed up so many ques- 
tions essentially distinct, as to render him liable to ‘the 
serious charge of misleading public opinion, and conveying 
mischievous, because erroneous, notions of the effects of the 
emigration movements from India and from China. We 
quite admit that the regulation of the Coolie traffic and the 
treatment of Coolies are subjects well worthy the attention 
of the Legislature ; and much credit is due to Lord Stan- 
LEY for the pains he thus bestows in vindicating the rights 
and interests of the labourers; but that does not justify 
him in overstating his case, and in representing Coolie emi- 
gration to be negro slavery in disguise. Lord STANLEY'S 
method of attack was in this wise :—He referred to the 
treatment of natives of India in the Mauritius, to the state 
of the Chinese in the West Indies, to the kidnapping some- 
times practised by merchant vessels in Polynesia, to the 
immigration of Chinese into Singapore, to the condition of 
the Klings in Province Wellesley ; and tying up all these 
different cases—so to speak—into one bundle, he condem- 
ned the entire system, as though our colonies were collec- 
tively responsible for the special evils which have arisen in 
connection with the labour supply in each particular settle- 
ment. 

As to the emigration of Coolies from China, there is 
no kind of reason why such legislative restrictions and 
supervision as long experience has shown to be most ad- 
vantageous should not be persistently and rigidly put in 
operation by our local authorities ; and if Lord STANLEY 
can point out any defects in the existing system they can 
be easily amended, and he will have done good service; 
but it is no good talking about prohibiting the “ traffic.” 
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“ FESTINA LENTE.” 

IN our school-days we remember to have been called 
upon to write themes on such subjects as “ Festina lente” 
and other analogous maxims, and we were, therefore, early 
impressed with the impropriety of undue haste and all 
‘leaps in the dark” in general, but, in those halcyon 
‘days of our youth, we never remember to have had brought 
under our notice such a very literal interpretation of the 
‘old Latin adage above quoted as that presented to the 
House of Lords on July 16 by the Secretary of State 
‘for Foreign Affairs in his reply to Lord STRATHEDEN and 
CAMPBELL'S question. Poor Mr. MARGARY was foully 


murdered on February 21, and the British officers ap- 
pointed to be present at the inquiry into the circumstances 
_attending that scandalous outrage are to set out (presum- 
ably from Shanghai) at the end of August. This dilatori- 
ness seems almost incredible. It is all very well to talk 
now about the hot season—for that matter we should fancy 
that it is not exactly cold even at the end of August in 
South-Western China—but surely, if only a reasonable 
amount of energy and promptitude had been displayed in 
dealing with this very serious question, the Commission 
-might have left for the place of inquiry at the end of 
March or the beginning of April. Her Magsgsty’s Go- 
_vernment appear to be supplied with such scanty informa- 
tion from China that it may be well to draw their atten- 
tion to the fact that the Chinese have quite recently 
changed all the officials who might in any way have been 
held responsible for Mr. MARGARY’S murder, and 
this method of proceeding they, no doubt, look 
upon as check-mate to the demands we are languidly 
making upon them for proper satisfaction; it cer- 
tainly will tend to complicate matters, already suffi- 
ciently complicated. The noteworthy intelligence we re- 
fer to has just reached this country in a letter addressed 
by its Tientsin correspondent to the North China Daily 
News. The Peking Gazettes of the middle of May, it seems, 
contain a memorial from CHIN-YUH-YING, the Acting Go- 
vernor-General of Yunnan' and Kweichow, which must 
have been written more than a month after the murder 
took place, as it mentions the arrival of the Burmese Em- 
bassy at the capital city of Yunnan on March 22. In this 
memorial the names of the civil and military officers at 
Momein, &c., incidentally appear, and the names do not 
tally with those in the Red-book. ‘ This action on the 
part of the Chinese Government,” observes the writer 
alluded to before, ‘strikes me very forcibly as being 
worthy of the consideration of Her MAsEsty’s Minister.” 
It is most certainly deserving of consideration, and an 
official explanation of the matter ought at once to be de- 
manded. ‘I am particular in remarking upon all these 
matters,” continues the writer, “as it is of great import- 
“ance that the British officers (Messrs. GROSVENOR and 
““ BABER) should know beforehand who were the Chinese 
“ officials who actually held office. ... when Mr. MarR 
‘““ GARY was assassinated. The British officers should, as 
“ early as possible, have an accurate memorandum of all 
‘‘ the officials . . . in order to call upon the judge of the 
“‘ Court to examine every one of them.” 
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Can we prevent the redundant poor in China from finding 
an outlet in foreign countries? Chinese emigration is a 


great fact; we may do something to protect it from abuses, 


we cannot check it. The Chinese Government are far more 
to blame in this matter that anybody else. We may do 
our very best, and the results will still be unsatisfactory as 
regards Chinese Coolies. The Coolie wants to emigrate, 
the negro-slave wanted to stay at home ; and that makes 
all the difference between the two cases. Yet the Coolie, 
before he has acquired experience, is as stupid as the 
nigger, and has y far less independence. When grown 
men are too helpless to take care of themselves no legis- 
lative interference can really work satisfactorily ; it must 
needs be in the nature of a make-shift. Afterwards, when 
the Coolies have been working together on a foreigner's 
estate, they get a trick of banding together, and discover 
that they may perhaps gain something by crying out that 
they have been iitaueed deceived, and so forth. Philan- 
thropists in England are sometimes apt to overlook certain 
peculiar and difficult traits in the Chinese character. We 
are far from denying the need for strict supervision of 
Coolie traffic and Coolie labour; much injustice, muél 
cruelty, has occurred, and we hope when the new Ordi- 
nance to deal with the whole question in the Straits has 
been made public it will prove a satisfactory measure. _ 
The case of the emigrant natives from India, whether in 
the Mauritius, the West Indies, or the Straits, stands on a 
wholly different footing. These Indians, as Lord STANLEY 
himself admitted, are our own subjects ; they find zealous 
protectors and supporters among our local officials ; they 
understand the rights which British law gives them ; they 
have been born in the healthy atmosphere of personal 
freedom, and they are, in short, pretty well able—in any 
British colony at least—to take care care of themselves. 
There is not the slightest ground for saying that em 
gration from British-Indian ports resembles the African 
slave-trade. Earl CARNARVON made a complete reply to 
Lord STANLEY'S criticisms on this head of his subject 
when he pointed to the actual wages earned by Coolies 
in Bengal, and to the sums remitted home by the same 
class of people from the colonies to which they bad em 
pea In Bengal a labourer is paid from 14d. to 2d. 4 
ay, in English colonies the same man receives from 108. 
to 12s. a week, besides house, medical attendance, and 4 
free passage home. From 1864 to 1872 2,100 Coolies 
returned from British Guiana to India, taking with them 
in savings £64,000 ; while in Mauritius £93,400 was sav 
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These facts speak for 


by the Coolies from 1860 to 1871. 

- themselves. The truth is that in the interest of the Coolies 
— whether Indian or Chinese—and in the interests of our 
colonies, the right policy to be pursued is to enact wise 
and strict laws and regulations adapted to the circum- 
stances of each particular settlement, and when enacted to 
see that they are rigidly carried out. It is most mis- 
’ chievous to cry out for the suppression of the Coolie. traffic, 
and not only mischievous but useless, for we cannot pre- 
vent men from emigrating, and shall only spend our money 
to no purpose. Of course we are not going to defend par- 
ticular instances of abuse ; the flogging case in Province 
Wellesley seems a very bad one, and the offenders may 
congratulate themselves on the leniency with which they 
were treated. Still we do not think Lord STANLEY Jjusti- 
fied in imputing general unfitness to the judges and magis- 
trates in the Straits. The charge is vague, and therefore 
impossible to disprove. 


In. another column will be found a telegram stating 
that it is rumoured at Peking that a special Embassy is to 


be appointed to England with reference to the murder of 


the late lamented Mr. MAarGARY. It is sincerely to be 
hoped that this does not indicate that we are to look for 
a repetition of the Couna How Embassy, and we take 
the earliest opportunity of warning the Government here 
of the impolicy of changing the venu of the discussion 
from Peking to Downing-street. The Chinese have ob- 
viously every interest in so doing, while we have as ob- 
viously everything to lose and nothing to gain by consent- 
ing to such a plan. There can be no ground for the 
Chinese sending a special Embassy to London except the 
_ hope that they may obtain, from the necessary ignorance 
upon many points connected with the question on the part 
of those at home, what they apprehend they will fail to ob- 
tain from the full information which will naturally be in 
the possession of a Minister resident in Peking, speaking 
the language and able to watch the development of every 
pane of the matter to be decided. It is sincerely to be 

oped that Mr. WADE has not suggested or given his 
countenance to such an Embassy. 


FRANCE IN THE FAR EAST. 

The Treaty of Commerce of 3lst Aug., 1874, between France 
and Annam has been approved. without discussion, by the 
French National Assembly. The engagements taken by the 
French Government in connection with the said treaty will be 
fulfilled before the present year is out. 


Orders have been given at Toulon for fitting out the Mayenne, 
one of the five steamers the French Government promised to 
hand over to the King of Annam within a year from the ratifi- 
cation of the treaty. The Mayenne will be armed with two 
smooth-bore howitzers, of 12 cent. calibre, with ammunition at 
the rate of 200 rounds for each piece over and above the ammu- 
nition that may be required for the journey. The Mayenne will 
carry, besides, six other pieces of artillery, and 1,000 breech- 
loading rifles of the tabatiére kind, with 200,000 cartridges.

for repairs. The damage, however, was trifling, and the ship wns able 
to sail again a few days later. 
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THE OPIUM TRADE. 
(To the Editor of the London and China Telegraph.) 


Sir,—It is with great diffidence that I address you on a sub- 
ject that I thought had been pretty well disposed of by the Anti- 
Opium ue, and I should not now be doing so but for the 
fact of having read Mr. Turner's letter to you and an extract of 
a letter to The Times by Nang Choy, published in your issue of 
the 12th inst., on the same matter. I will therefore be very 
brief in what I have to say. Your correspondent says, “ As 
British citizens it is our duty to relieve China from the injustice 
she has suffered at our hands.” What injustice has she suffered 
from us? I have never been able to discover any, and if he 
means Opium, I must tell him that Opium was produced and 
eaten and smoked in China and India before we had anything 
to do with either country. My experience of China and the 
Chinese is derived from a life of over thirty-two years in the 
country and among its people, and I have yet to learn how the 
Opium trade has impeded missionary work ; I have not seen it, 
and I do not believe in it. There are many Chinese who would, 
no doubt, be better off if they did not smoke Opium, but one 
does not see the amount of misery from Opium smoking that is 
to be seen in European countries from spirit drinking. I have 
seen and have of more misery and crime in England arisin 
from the over use of gin, &c., in the space of three years than 
ever did in China, and I firmly believe there is more evil and 
wrong done, or concocted, of a Saturday night in one of our 
large gin-palaces than there is done in all the Opium-smoking 
places in the city of Ningpo in a week. I have often visited 
the native smoking places and tea-houses.in the cities of Ty-wan 
or Tou-wan, Formosa, Amoy, Foochow, Ningpo, Soochow, and 
other Jarge places in the north of China, and have never seen 
anything like what is to be seen outside any ordinary gin-shop 
in London. I know that many missionaries in China make the 
plea that their non-success in getting converts to Christianity is 
due to the Opium trade ; I do not agree with them on this point. 
What I maintain is, that China is not suffering, nor has she suf- 
fered injustice at our hands, nor has the Opium trade prevented 
missionaries from getting converts to their views, Asan Eng- 
lishman I would rather sign a petition to Parliament to put a 
restriction on gin-palaces and gin-shops than to sign one to in- 
terfere with our Indian revenue or the Opium trade in China. 
The missionaries can make their minds easy so far as we as a 
nation are concerned, for when I left China two and a half years 
ago the province of Shansi alone was eee eee Opium as 
to be seriously interfering with the sale of Malwa Opium, and 
it was expected that this province would, in the course of a few 
years, produce a sufficient supply so as to exclude our Indian 
drug from the North of China, and this too was generally sup- 
posed to be uncer the direct encouragement of the Peking 
authorities. I will, if you will allow me, through your columns, 
give “ Nang Choy” a little of my opinion in my next.—In the 
meantime I beg to subscribe myself, Sir, yours truly,

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THE NEW SEASON'S TEA. 
(To the Editor of the London and China Telegraph.) 


S1r,—I am very glad to notice that you call prominent atten- 
tion to the recklessness with which the present tea season has 
been opened at Hankow, and I only wish that there were some 
better chance than there is of your well deserved strictures in- 
ducing something like reasonable caution on the part of the buyers 
in China. If it is true that the China trade can be conducted 
only in the reckless manner in which it is now carried on, there 
is but one conclusion to which all sensible men must come in re- 
gard to it, and that is that the sooner they retire from it the bet- 
ter. Ido not deny that there are difficulties to be contended 
against, and the competition in the present days is sharp, and that 
the Chinese holders of tea, often backed by loans from foreign 
banks, are able to combine to the detriment of the foreign buyer; 
but all this is grievously and unnecessarily enhanced in severity 
by the over-eagerness displayed at the opening of the seasons. 
It would be thought that instead of there being on an average 
about a year’s consumption of tea in stock at home, we actually 
did not know where to put our hands upon a pound of tea, and 
it was necessary for the China merchants to come to our relief, 
like that of a besieged and starving city. 

Before the teas are fairly on the market Chaszees are busy 
making offers to the teamen upon samples sent in advance, and 
it is hardly surprising that these astute traders should see their 
advantage in holding back and increasing the prices against such 
eager buyers. But, Sir, as you pointedly suggest, there has been 
no reason whatever for hurrying home new season’s teas since 
the opening of the Suez Canal, and, as a matter of fact, arrivals 
of new teas have not realised prices upon the London market in 
any way proportioned to the enhanced rates paid for them at the 
opening of the seasons in China. 

The buying for the “ New Season ” seems to me to be kept up 
in China asa species of excitement recurring once a year, like bet- 
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ting at the races ; to have about as much razson @étre, and to be 
conducted in very much the same manner and upon not unsimilar 
principles. Once let this artificial hurry to crowd the larger pro- 
portion of the tea operations into about a fortnight be given up, 
and it will soon be no longer profitable for the Chinese dealers 
to hold their teas against reasonable offers, if they be not at once 
snapped up at unreasonable ones, and it will again be possible 
to conduct business upon something like a sound basis ; but so 
long as purchasers are found, who, backed up with unlimited 
eredite: are willing to go in neck or nothing, on a kind of “ heads 
T win and tails you lose” principle, we can look for nothing but 
those disastrous results which have of late years caused so many 
men of capital and responsibility to withdraw from a trade 
which, properly handled, ought to be one of the steadiest and 
most profitable in any part of the world. In conclusion, I would 
call attention to the detriment which is worked to the trade by 
merchants having any interest in the steamers which take the 
teas, and being consequently, as has notoriously happened, liable 
to purchase teas not on account of their showing a probability of 
a profitable out-turn, but more to avoid delay in loading the 
vessels.— Your obedient servant,

Srir,—The able leader im your last issue touching upon the 
state of the China trade, as regards the import of tea, at- 
taches, in my opinion, too much blame to the banks. On 
looking over purchases made at Hankow at the opening of the 
eason, amongst buyers who have largely competed with the 
Russian and German houses, are firms enjoying unlimited 
credit, by reason of their reputed wealth and standing, and who, 
instead of conducting business on the principles of supply and 
demand, have by rash operations fostered and encouraged the 
spirit of speculation rampant since 1870, who also appear to have 
quite ignored the great changes caused by telegraphy and the 
Suez Canal. 

The day has gone by for China as a sealed book, when the 
entire trade was carried on by a few firms. Now the number 
of traders has vastly increased, but the produce to be bought 
and sold has not increased in the like proportion, and firms 
must be content to do a smaller and Stee business, and thus 
help to bring about a more healthy condition. The remedy is 
in the hands of those conducting the trade, to alter the present 
system of speculative trading, which has led to results that all 
must deplore, and which it would appear is not realised by 
those operating at the shipping ports in China. The export of 
tea from all China to 17th July is given at 72,000,000 lbs., the 
bulk of which will result in disastrous losses.—I am, &c.,

Monetary and Commercial. 





Tenders for £600,000 in bills on India were received at the 
Bank of England on the 21st inst., when the amounts allotted 
were to Calcutta £348,000, to Bombay £228,000, and to Madras 
‘£24,000. Tenders on all the Presidencies at 1s. 9#d. will re- 
ceive about 24 percent. There is apparently a better demand 
for remittances to the East. 

The report of the Alliance Bank (Limited) has been issued. 
Including £10,528 brought forward, the available total is 
£47,426, from which the directors recommend a dividend at the 
rate of 6 per cent. per annum, free of income-tax. It isalso pro- 

sed to cover in full the whole of the losses from recent failures 

y carrying the balance forward, and to add to it £10,000 taken 
from the reserve fund, and £1,422 realised during the six months 
from the outstanding account of the old bank. A considerable 
amount, it is expected, will be ultimately recovered, but mean- 
while the directors believe it to be the interest of the company 
that the worst possible results should be recognised. 


The directors of the London and Provincial Bank have issued 
their half-yearly report. The available balance is £18,140, out 
of which a dividend is recommended at the rate of 10 per cent. 
per annum, and £4,707 is carried forward. The directors re- 
mark that it will be satisfactory to the shareholders to learn that 
the bank has been unaffected by the commercial failures that 
have recently taken place.

THE ITALIAN SILK CROP. 


The present year, as far as the quality and produce per ounce goes, 
is one of the best on record since the disease of 1848 swept away this 
most important branch of Italian industry. Previous to that year Italy 
realised f.250,000,000 by the sale of raw silk, and supplied foreign manu- 
facturers with 8,000,000 lb., whereas China, Bengal, Spain, Greece, 
France, Turkey, and Persia together could furnish but 1,070,000 Jb. 
Came “the disease,” not gradually or partially, but suddenly and every- 
where, and Italy—who once feared no rival, who since Roger I. brought 
silk winders and weavers from Greece to teach their “art” to the 
Sicilians, could boast that from the hatching of eggs tothe manufacture 
of the finest silk stuffs, silk velvets, silk gauzes, she was independent of 
all the world—was compelled to purchase her raw material from abrvad | 
or close her factories. 

Now, thanks to that practical common sense which so distinguishes 
the Italians after fifteen years of steady fight with the insidious foe 
‘(her industrial as well as political triumphs dating from '59-’60), she 
has at last got the upper hand. I cannot say that he is totally defeated, 
dead and buried, but, by dint of unwearying vigilance, by the use of 
every imaginaole weapon, he is so far worsted that Italy each year 
rejoices in a plentiful crop of cocoons, and this year not merely of the 
wee, light-weighted, pale Japanese offspring, but of her own original ; 
treasures, the large oval, solid, golden cocoons which were once her 
pride and glory. For many years after the setting in of the silkworm 
malady Italy was entirely dependent on Japan for silkworm spawn, 
and although the original cartoons, when they had not suffered by 
the sea-voyage, generally succeeded the first year, the eggs laid 
by the worms must have taken the disease from the atmosphere | 
or from the mulberry leaves, for in the following year most of | 
them went to the bad, and for many successive years silk-worm ' 
breeders trusted to nothing but original Japanese cartoons, the peasants | 


themselves bargaining with their masters that they should not have | 


“native” or “reproduced” spawn. This rage for Japanese seed led 


a set of rogues to buy up all the old cartoons, cover them with the | 


most worthless spawn, and sell them as genuine Japanese ; others pur- 
chased in Japan the refuse of the market, especially the bdivaltini, a 
species which lays and spins twice in the year, whose cocoons are light 
and worthless.

Scarcely any alteration has occurred in the position of the Pro- | 
duce Markets, the only decided activity being still restricted to 
Coffee, which has advanced to a higher point than for about three | 
months past. Most of the other leading articles have remained 
in a prostrate condition, and prices have descended to a still 
lower point. The heavy errivals of new season’s teas have de- 
pressed the market, and prices have again given way. Owing to 
the prolonged unfavourable weather, and rapid advance in the 
value of Corn, there has been a large demand for floating cargoes 
of Rice, and prices have advanced 3d. to 9d. from the lowest point. 
Extreme dulness has prevailed in the Cotton Market, and prices 
have again receded. Cutch and Gambier are rather dearer. 
Metals continue in a depressed state, and a further reduction has 
occurred in the value of Tin. 


TEA. 


Messrs. Arthur Capel and Co.'s Circular says :—Our market isin a 
very unsettled state, and arrivals continue on a large scale, and the 
trade sceing the evident anxiety of importers to force sales, and in the 
absence of orders for export to any extent, buy with the greatest 
caution, and the rales made in almost every instance have been at lower 
prices. The Glenfinlas arrived on the 21st instant with the first cargo 
of new Kaisow. Only a few sales have been made in medium kinds 
The quality, so far ascertained, is hardly equal to that of the previous 
season. In the public sales 11,718 packages have been brought for- 
ward, the whole of which have been sold without reserve. The de-

These auctions or 
“knock-outs” were continued without intermission during the week, 
and the teas offered were divided among the ‘‘ jobbers,” or buying 
brokers, as they style themselves, at about 4d. to 6d. per lb. below 
their value. Eventually a firm of selling brokers withdrew the re- 
mainder of the teas advertised in their catalogue as without reserve, 
upon the plea of the ‘condition not being satisfactory,” and the sales 
for the time being were suspended. About 20,000 packages of Chins 
Teas and 1,000 of Indian have been offered. Further sales of the 
New Season’s Congous commenced yesterday, and will be continued 
to-day and to-morrow, when a chop ex Bengal, alluded to above as 
having been withdrawn on account of its condition, will again be offered, 
the catalogue stating that the brokers’ marks upon the tea are to be 
taken as final. Congou: The quotations of the new season's black-leaf 
Congous are about 6d. per lb. lower than at the date of our last 
report; they now range from 1s. 1d. to 2s. per lb. Latterly holders of 
fine Teas have been firmer, and the market for these kinds bas ral 
lied a little. Sales of extra fine descriptions are reported as high a 
2s. 10d. per Ib., but these must be looked upon as quite exceptional. 
The choicest Teas will not be offered in this market at all, having 
been purchased in China for the Russian market at prices far beyond 
what »ny dealer in this country cares to pay.
